MEMORANDUM. 


The results of the collection of fishery statistics during the year 1901 are 
;given in the annexed Tables. This is the sixteenth complete year during 
which the statistics have been collected for England and Wales, the 
.collection itself having been commenced in the spring of 1885. 

The main figures now given relate to the fishery statistics of England and 
Wales, but tables are added as in former years giving statistics of the Scottish 
and Irish fisheries based on monthly returns received from the Fishery Board 
for Scotland and the Fisheries Branch of the Department of Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction for Ireland. Further tables relate to the number 
of fishing boats registered and employed, and the quantity of fish carried by 
railway, and some information is also given respecting certain Foreign 
Countries and Colonies. As regards the statistics for England and Wales 
the particulars are obtained, generally speaking, through the officers of 
Coast-Guard employed at the different stations, the exceptions being in the 
case of the more important ports, where special officers are appointed. 
The returns as to the quantity and value of fish landed on the coasts of 
England and Wales are made by the various officers, and an abstract of 
the results is published each month by the Board of Trade, the figures now 
given being compiled from the monthly returns, revised and corrected. 
Throughout the Tables the values given are those of the fish at the time of 
landing. The statistics it must be remembered relate to fish of British 
taking first landed on the coasts of England and Wales, that is to such fish 
.as is landed direct from the fishing grounds, excluding fish imported from 
abroad or landed by foreign fishing vessels, as well as all fish that has been 
previously landed elsewhere in the United Kingdom.

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It will be observed that in all three divisions of the United Kingdom the 
general trend of the figures as regards fish other than shell fish was the same — 
inz., an increase in the quantity and a slight decrease in the value of the fish 
landed. In England and Wales and in Scotland (though not in Ireland) the 
quantities landed were the greatest hitherto recorded, and the value of the 
fish only surpassed by the figures of 1900. 

In the United Kingdom as a whole the quantity landed was not quite so 
great as in 1898. 

The following Statement shows {see Appendix, Table VIII.) the quantity 
and value of fish (exclusive of shell fish) returned as landed on the coasts of 
the United Kingdom in each year in the decennial period 1892 to 1901.

In spite of fluctuations the general tendency of these figures is unmistake- Fluctuations 
able. Both the amounts landed and the value are increasing on the whole, ® or 

but the value, although nearly stationary in the last three years, has increased 
during the period more markedly than the quantity. Thus in the first three 
years of the ten ahoye included— i.e., 1892 to 1894 inclusive, the average 
annual value, exclusive of shell fish, was 6,685,0001., the averse quantity 
beino- 13,382,000 cwts., whilst duiing the last three years, 1899 to 1901 
inclusive, the average annual value amounted to 9,075,000^., the average 
quantity being 15,123,000 cwts. These figures therefore show an increase of 
13 per cent, as regards quantity, and 36 per cent, as regards value, as 
between the two above-named periods. 


As already stated, the total quantity of fish landed in England and Wales g£u>><-» m 
(exclusive of. shell, fish) in 1901 was 8,648,000- ewts. Of this amount (see 
Table I. in the Appendix) herrings (2,453,000 cwts.) and haddock (2,353,000 
cwts.) together account for 56 per cent. These fish, however, represent less 
than 40 per cent, of the value of the fisheries, the value of the haddock 
being 1 700,000?., and of the herrings 893,000?., out of a total value (excluding 
shell fishl of 6,523,000?. The most valuable fish in proportion to their weight 
are, of course, soles and turbots. Of the former the 76,000 cwts landed were 
valued at 561,000?., and of the latter 53,000 cwts. were landed, valued at 
229,000?. 

The variations in the last three years ,of the quantity and. value of partum- 
lar descriptions of fish landed in England and Wales are shown m Table X. 
of the Appendix. It will be seen that the haddock decreased in quantity 
from 2,487,000 ewts. in 1900 to 2,35.3,000 cwts., but increased m value from 
1 696 000? to 1,700,000?.; whilst ’ herrings, on the other hand, increased m 
quantity from 2,425,000 cwts. to 2.453,000 cwts., but decreased in value

from 934,000?. to 893,000?. In spite of this, the average value of the herrings, 
caught on the English and Welsh coasts continues high. The growth m both 
the volume and the value of the herring fishery in the Southern half of the 
United Kingdom has dining the last few years been very remarkable. In, 
the thirteen years from 1886 to 1898 inclusive the quantity landed never- 
reached two million cwts., and the average value, except in 1890 and 1891, 
when there was a great scarcity, ranged from is. M. to 6s. per ewt. In, 

1898, however, coincidentally with a rise in the quantity to 2J- million cwts.,. 
the average value rose to nearly 7s. 2d. per cwt., a rise which has been fully 
maintained in the two subsequent years, the average value having been 
7s. 8 d. in 1900, and 7s. 3d. in 1901, and the quantity landed in the latter 
year nearly reaching '2!, million cwts. 

The quantity of plaice landed showed a considerable increase from 753,000 
cwts. in 1900 to 848,000 cwts. in 1901 ; whilst the value increased from 
909,0007 to 934,0007 Soles, the next most important fish as regards total 
value, increased slightly in quantity and decreased slightly in value. Cod, 
mackerel, and hake increased in hotll quantity and value, while turbot and. 
halibut decreased. 

The average value of prime fish generally increased from 57 5s. per cwt. in 
1900 to 57 8s. 8 d. per cwt. in 1901, the supply having been somewhat 
deficient. The average value of all kinds of wet fish landed decreased slightly 
from los. id. per ewt. in 1900 to 15s. Id. per cwt. in 1901. Most classes of 
fish advanced in price, hut this advance was outweighed by a decrease in the 
average value of a few of the more important kinds, notably herrings, plaice, 
soles, and mackerel. 

The following were the average values per cwt. in 1901 of the more 
important classes of fish at the time of landing on English and Welsh coasts:— 
Soles, 77 6s. 10 d. ; turbot, 47 6s. 9 d. ; cod, 15s. 3d. ; haddock, 14s. 5 d.. 
halibut, 17 17s. Id. ; herrings, 7s. 3 <7; mackerel, 14s. 4(7 ; plaice, 17 2s. 0(7 
These compare with the following averages in 1900:— Soles, 77 10s. 3d . ; 
turbot, 47 3s. 3d. ; cod, 14s. 8 d. ; haddock, 13s. 8(7 ; halibut, 17 13s. 8(7; 
herrings. 7s. 8 d . ; mackerel, 15s. 9(7 ; plaice, 17 4s. 2 d. 

In Scotland (see Table XI.) the quantity of fish landed (other than shell 
fish) was greater by over a million cwts. than in 1900, but did not equal the 
quantity landed in 1898, which is the largest so far recorded. Greater quan- 
tities of nearly every kind of fish were landed than in 1900, and the values 
were also in most cases greater: Owing, however, to a considerable fall in 

the value of herrings, the total value of the fish landed was lower than im 
the previous year. Herrings, in fact, so largely preponderate in the Scottish 
fisheries that they, in a great measure, control the whole of the returns. 

The following statement shows the total quantity and value of the fish 
(exclusive of shell-fish) landed on the Scottish coasts in each of the years 

1899, 1900 and 1901, distinguishing the quantity and value of the herrings

In Scotland, as in England and Wales, the average values of the herrings 
landed were abnormally high in 1899 and 1900, vis,, 7s. Id. per cwt... 

in.. 
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in each year. Tlie average value in 1901, vis., 4s. lid. per cwt., more 
nearly resembles tlie values prevailing before 1899. 

The only other descriptions of fish besides herrings which hold an 
important position in the Scottish sea fisheries returns are haddock and cod. 

Of the former, 831,000 cwts., valued at 527,000/., were landed in 1901, as 
aoainst 761,000 cwts. in 1900, valued at 503,000/. Of the latter, the quan- 
tities landed were 446,000 cwts. in 1901, and 434,000 cwts. in 1900 ; these 
quantities being valued at 213,000/. and 206,000/. respectively. Thus 
haddock fell in average value from 13s. 2d. per cwt. in 1900 to 12s. 8 d. 
in 1901, whilst cod rose from 9s. 6«Z. to 9$. Id. per cwt. 

In Ireland (see Table XII.) the quantity of fish landed was only slightly Fish landed on 
greater than in 1900, whilst the value was less. The general results lRISH 0ASTS ' 
compare, in fact, unfavourably with those of most of the years since 1888, 
when the statistics were first obtained. 

The following statement shows the total quantity and value of the fish 
(exclusive of sliell-fisli) returned as landed on the Irish coasts in each of tlie 
years 1899, 1900, and 1901, the quantity and value of mackerel landed being 
stated separately. Mackerel is still from the point of view of total value the 
principal fish in the Irish fisheries, although the quantities landed are less 
than they were some years back, whilst the importance of the herring 
fisheries is on the whole increasing : —

It must be understood, however, that all the foregoing figures 
represent the values at the time of landing only, nothing being included for 
the earnings of other fishing industries connected with curing and like 
operations, or with the carriage of the fish to market, by which the value of 
the fish is frequently much enhanced before it reaches even the wholesale 
markets. In comparing these figures with estimates of the value of the 
fishing industry of the United Kingdom in which other items are included, 
this difference in the basis should always be borne in mind, for if the value 
of the fish were to be taken at a later stage of the industry, the annual 
value, instead of being roughly speaking between nine and ton millions, 
would probably amount to double that total. 

A comparative table is given ( see Table XIII. in Appendix), showing the 
quantities and value of the fish landed at each of the principal ports in 
England and Wales during the last ten years, which illustrates the various 
fluctuations in the fishing trade at each of those ports. On the East 
Coast, Grimsby maintains its place as the most important fishing port, 
the amount returned as landed there being 99,466 tons. The labour 
dispute in the steam trawling industry at this port is no doubt responsible for 
the fact that this quantity is less than that (107,478 tons) landed in 1900. It 
is, however, greater than that landed in 1898 or in any previous year. Next 
in importance come Hull with 67,679 tons, and Lowestoft with 57,561 tons, 
both these figures being greater than any hitherto recorded. At Yarmouth, 
on the other hand, the quantity landed (40,081 tons) was not so great as in 
either of the two preceding years. 

In London no water-borne fish has been landed at Shadwell since the 
commencement of September, 1899, and from this time onwards the quantity 
first landed in London has been considerably less. The following statement 
shows the quantities first landed at Billingsgate and Shadwell in recent yeare 
with the values thereof: —

On the West Coast Milford has now been for some years the most important 
fishing port, its progress having been very rapid, llie^ quantity landed in 
1901 (10,572 tons) is not only the greatest recorded at this port, but is more 
than twice as great as the quantity landed six years ago. h leetwood is next 
in importance with a total of 9,200 tons. Attention may be called to the 
orowtli of the fishing trade at Cardiff and Swansea, the latter not having 
until 1901 any but an insignificant position. 

The quantity and value of the fish landed in England and Wales in each 
month of the" year are shown in Table III. Similar ta,bles have now 
been prepared for a series of years, and from them it is evident that there 
is comparative regularity from month to month in the take of prime fish, 
as well as in the "take of the kinds called “intermediate” between prime 
fish and those classed as inferior. On the other hand, frequent and great 
variations occur in the take of the more migratory kinds, such as herrings, 
mackerel, pilchards, and sprats, the changes as regards these largely affecting 
the total for particular months. There are necessarily also variations in the 
product of the oyster fisheries owing to the statutory close seasou. The 
following statement gives the value of the fish landed in each month of the 
last three years : —

It will be seen that the months of October and November were the most 
productive to the fishing industry in all three years. This is attributable to 
the herring fisheries of the East Coast being then at their height. On both 
the South and West Coasts the importance of the mackerel fisheries has in 
each of the last three years rendered May (when the greatest quantities of 
mackerel have been landed) the most productive month of the year. Taking 
the three coasts together, the value of the catch was, in each year, lower in 
February than in any other month. 

The Tables in Part III. of the Appendix give particulars of the number and 
tonnage of fishing boats registered under Part IV. of the Merchant Shipping 
Act 1894, the number of such boats known to have been employed in fishing 
during the year, and the number of men and boys regularly employed and 
occasionally employed in fishing. It appears from these tables that the 
total tonnage of registered fishing boats at the end of 1900 was 305,824 
tons, or slightly less than at the end of either of the two preceding years. As 
regards the vessels known to have been employed, only the number can he

stated — viz. 23,349 in 1900, out of 26,162 on the register. This number is also 
less than during either of the two preceding years. The number of men and 
boys regularly employed in fishing was 68,708 and the number occasionally 
employed 37,814 in 1900, as against 71,046 and 37,969 respectively 
in 1899. Particulars are given in the Tables for each division of 
the United Kingdom, according to the registration of the boats. It 
should, however, be noted that many of the first and second class boats 
do not confine their operations to the divisions in which they are registered, 
and consequently a portion of their catch of fish may frequently be credited 
to one of the other divisions of the United Kingdom.

It will be seen that the net imports of foreign fish were nearly the same 
in quantity, though less in value, than in the previous year, the proportion 
of the cured and salted fish (which is more valuable than the fresh fish) being 
less. The quantity of herrings exported was the greatest recorded, and the 
value of the exports of fish, which has been tending upwards for the last 
few years, now amounts to over three millions sterling. Indeed, whilst the 
value of the net imports of foreign fish has during the last six years 
fluctuated between £2,637,000 and £2,937,000, the exports of British and 
Irish fish have risen year by year from a little over two to a little over 
three millions sterling. 

A reference to Table XIX. will show that' the largest proportion of the 
cured and salted fish imported is derived from Canada, Newfoundland, and the 
United States, though a considerable quantity of sardines imported from 
France and Portugal are also included in this category. The fresh fish is 
chiefly imported from Norway and Holland, but includes a quantity of 
oysters obtained mainly from the United States and France. The fish 
exported consists almost entirely of herrings, and the greater part of it is 
sent to Germany. 

By taking the figures given above in conjunction with those already given 
for the produce of the sea fisheries of the United Kingdom, it is possible to

From the above statement it would appear that the value of the fish 
consumed in the United Kingdom has risen from 7J millions sterling in 1891, 
to nine millions in 1901. It must, however, be recollected that whilst the values 
of the produce of our own fisheries and of the fresh fish imported represent 
the values at the place of landing, the values of the cured and salted fish 
imported and exported are considerably in excess of the values of the same 
fish when first landed. It is true that the necessary deductions on this 
account apply to both the import and export trade, so that the resultant 
figures are not likely to be, far from correct. As between the years 1891 and 
1901, however, the increase in imports is considerably less tlian that in 
exports, so that, the growth in the value of the fish consumed during the ten 
years has probably been somewhat greater than that shown. 


Part Y. of the present statement consists of a “ Return of fish earned by 
each railway from the principal ports of the United Kingdom in each year 
from 1898 to 1901.” This return lias now been made for many years past, 
and serves in some measure as a check upon the returns a.t each individual 
port. The chief differences in the basis of the two returns arc as follows 
The return of fish landed includes fish landed for local consumption, 
whereas such fish is, of course, excluded from the return in Part V. of 
fish carried away by rail. The return in Part V. of fish carried by rail 
includes the tare (boxes, packages and ice), and excludes the weight lost by 
the fish in cleaning and gutting when, as is sometimes the case, these 
processes are carried out after landing but before the fish is carried by rail. 
Further, the railway return includes the amount of shell-fish carried, such 
as oysters, crabs, lobsters, &c., by weight instead of their being returned 
separately by number, as in the landing account. The two returns therefore 
must be taken rather as affording a check on each other than for purposes 
of direct comparison. 


Tables relating to the sea fisheries of certain foreign countries are .appended 
to the Statistical Tables accompanying the present Memorandum. {See 
Part VI. of Appendix.) Statistics relating to Canadian fisheries, which are 
the most important among the Colonial fisheries, have also been added. 

Comparing the fishery statistics of these countries with those of the 
United Kingdom for 1898 and 1899 (particulars for later years not being 
available in the case of most of the countries included) we have the following 
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Annual Value of the Sea Fisheries of the undermentioned Countries:

During the course of last year the Committee appointed to inquire into the 
system of collecting Fishery Statistics made their report, and their recom- 
mendations have now been considered. In accordance with these recommen- 
dations steps have already been taken to improve and considerably extend 
the Statistics collected at the most important centres on the East Coast of 
England. Additions have been made to the number of classes of fish for 
which returns are sent in, and in future Statistics, such fish as conger-eels, 
dabs, gurnards, lemon soles, skate and rays, and whiting will be separately 
distinguished.
